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Introduction 


I.     Introduction 

The  Economic  Coding  Quality  Control  Training  Guide  (TM-201)  has  been  prepared 
to  assist  you  in  learning  and  applying  the  Quality  Control  procedures  to  be  followed 
in  sub-operation  2A  -  Noting  and  sub-operation  2C  -  Adjudication. 

The  role  of  the  Noter  is  to  code  Industry  Questions  37  and  38,  and  Occupation 
Questions  39  and  40  using  the  Economic  Coding  Procedures  Manual  (M-200).  The 
codes  are  entered  on  the  Noting  Forms,  not  on  the  Forhn  2B/2C/2D  or  Form  3  Usual 
Residents  (UR)  questionnaires. 

The  role  of  the  Adjudicator  is  to  compare,  for  each  person  on  a  sampled 
questionnaire,  the  noter's  action  with  the  coder's  action.   The  Adjudicator  will 
record  discrepancies  between  Noter  and  Coder  actions  on  the  Error  Listing  Form  and 
determine  the  correct  code  using  the  Economic  Coding  Procedures  Manual  (M-200). 
The  three  forms  to  be  used  in  Operation  2  are  the  Noting  Form,  Error  Listing  Form 
and  Referral  Form  which  are  reproduced  in  Appendix  A,  B  and  C  respectively  of  the 
Economic  Coding  Quality  Control  Procedures  Manual  (M-201). 

To  complete  the  exercises  in  the  Training  Guide,  you  must  refer  to  the  Economic 
Coding  Quality  Control  Procedure  Manual  (M-201).  If  you  do  not  understand  the 
instructions  for  a  particular  exercise  or  if  you  require  additional  information,  your 
instructor  is  available  to  assist  you.
